YOKOHAMA. 


Dates by this mail extend to the 26th Nov. By the Pacific 
The outward French mail of 27th Sept, arrived on the 19th Nov. 
mail, delivered on the 7th inst., we received dates to the 23rd Nov. 
The following summary is from the Japan Herald :— 

The chief event has been the arrival of the Grand Duke Alexis, 
in the Russian frigate Svetlana, on the 13th Nov. His Imperial 
Highness made an official landing on the 14th, when he was met 
by Date, Prince of Owadjima, Oye Tak, the Governor of Kana- 

wa, and Ito, Commodore of the Imperial Japanese Navy. ‘The 

ollowing Consuls were also present: Messrs. Brennwald, De 
Bavier, Zappe, Loureiro, \Veiber, Bauduin, Shepard, Barilis, and 
Colleau, who were presented to the Duke by Mr. Butzow, the 
Russian Minister. After the usual courtesies on both sides had 
been exchanged, the Duke, accompanied by Date and the Russian 
Minister, took their scats in the Mikado’s carriage, which had 
been sent from Yedo for the occasion, and were driven to a house 
which had been prepared for the reception of the Duke, near the 
railway station. Several introductions were here made, and after 
a slight refreshment his Imperial Highness was driven to the 
Russian Legation. On the following day a levée was held by the 
Duke, at which the Consuls were individually presented to him. 
On the 16th his Highness went to Yedo, where he has since re- 
mained. Great attention has been shown him by the native au- 
thorities.. On the 18th the Duke had an audience of the Mikado, 
ihe which his Imperial Majesty called upon the Duke at Hama- 

ten. 

On the morning of the 21st a review was held at Yedo in honour 
of the Duke. . The weather on the occasivn was all that could be 
desired, and a large concourse of people was assembled on the 
review ground in front of the Foreign-office. Precisely at a 
qu past ten o'clock the Imperial cortege emerged from the 

astle gate, being preceded and followed by an escort of lancera 
of the guard. The Mikado occupied an open state carriage, 
having on his left the Grand Duke Alexis, and opposite to him 
his cousin, the Miya, and an interpreter. The Imperial carriage 
was followed by others, conveying the Prime Minister, Admiral 
Possiet, Mons. Butzow, the Russian Chargé d' Affaires, the Coun- 
cillors of State, and several of the foreign representatives. The 
precession drove round the parade ground, passing each regiment 
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in succession, after which the troops marched A sai the carriage 
which contained the Prince and the Mikado. The appearance of 
the troops—both foot, horse, and artillery—was highly creditable, 
and reflected very great praise as well on the Japanese as on 
Colonel Marquerie and his officers. 2 

So far we have had nothing more to tell than might fairly have 
been expected, but we imagine that what we have yet to say will 
take our readers by surprise, notwithstanding the number of such 
emotions which Japan has lately given to the world. On the 
review ground, the foreign representatives present—namely, 
Count Fe d’Ostiani, Senor Rodrigues y Munos, and Mr. Watson— 
were invited, by order of the Mikado, to proceed at-the close of 
the review to the palace, and on their arrival there they were 
conducted to the Imperial presence, and invited, together with 
the Russian representative and admirals, who, being with the 
Grand Duke were there present, to partake of refreshments ; after 
which the Empress and her ladies entered the room, when the 
Grand Duke and the other gentlemen in attendance were seve- 
rally presented to her Majesty, with whom the Prince then entered 
into conversation. 

A ball in honour of the visit of the Grand Duke Alexis is to 
be given at the German Club. It promises to eclipse all former 
affairs of the kind that have taken place at Yokohama. 

The Japanese steamer Sei-shio-maru arrived in the harbour, 
having brought the Hawaiian Consul-General as passenger from 
Yokai-itchi. Mr. Van Reed, after visiting Osako and Kioto, de- 
cided on returning overland by the Tokaido to Yedo, but was at- 
tacked by a severe hemorrhage of the lungs when about sixty 
miles from Kioto. The Japanese everywhere showed unexampled 
kindness and sympathy, and Mr. Van Reed is loud in their praise 
for the attention bestowed on him. The Foreign office, by tele- 
grams, and the Chiji of Kioto wero unremitting in despatching 
medical assistance ; Dr. Junker, of Kioto, and three native phy- 
sicians having been ordered to attend. 

In two small handbooks, issued by the Guaimusho, or Foreign- 
office, the number of foreigners in the employ of the Imperial 
Government, the Fu, and Kens, is given, with the time for which 
they are engaged, and the person or authorities with whom their 
contracts are made, together with, in many cases, the amount of 
their salaries. The ghosts or caricatures of their names are also 
given in the Katakaua, which the Japanese fondly believe can 
represent our sounds, but which is as useful for that purpose as 
Choctaw or Kamtschatkese. We find that in the Departments of 
the Imperial Government Proper 214 foreigners are employed, on 
salaries ranging from $480 to $16,000 per annum. Perhaps the 
rumours of such salaries as $36,000 may be true, but the state- 
ment does not appear in the Japanese print. The nationality of 
the employes referred to is as follows:—English, 119; French, 
50; American, 16; Dutch, 2; Prussian, 8; Chinese, 9 ; Indian, 
2; Danish,1; Italian, 1; Manilan, 4; Portuguese, 1; Para- 
guayan,l. Inthe Fu or Imperial cities, and in the Kens, pro- 
vincial local authorities, in all, 164 foreigners are employed. Of 
these, 50 are English, 19 French, 25 American, 9 Prussian, 15 
Dutch, 3 Manilian, 42 Chinese, and 3 Arabian (as sailors). It 
would appear from the record that there are over 100 foreigners 











days ago of that at Hiogo Point, we can speak most highly of th® 
state of efficiency and cleanliness we found everything in, which 
was most satisfactory. The new light is more powerful tho the 
old one, and is reported as working extremely well. It has been 
our duty on a previous occasion to protest strongly against the 
principle of leaving the lighthouses in entirely native care: it is 
therefore only an act of justice to say that we have been informed 
that this light, though it has been entirely in Japanese charge, has 
never once been reported as extinguished, or ag otherwise than in 
excellent condition. : ; 

It is only a week since we noticed the return to this port of 
Mr. W. C. Korthals, H.N.M. Consul, and now we have to report 
that another of the Consular body has come back to take up his 
abode again amongst us. By the P.M. steamer Oregonian, Mr. 
J. J. Enslie arrived here, having concluded (what must have 
been) his melancholy exile at Nee-e-gata. Mr. Enslie knows too 
well the estimation in which he is held by all classes here to 
require to hear it over again at our hands. If we could only 
flatter ourselves that he is as pleased to return as we are to see 
him, we should be satisfied. We understand that he will be sta- 
tioned at Osaka. 

The Hiogo News makes mention of having noticed some curious 
forgeries of English beer labels at Hiogo and Osaka, but at pre- 
sent Yokohama (the native part of the town) is full of the grossest 
imitations of labels of foreign wines, beers, spirits, and oilman’s 
stores imaginable. The Japanese are now beginning to brand 
their saki-tubs with various inscriptions, to entice sailors and 
others to buy the stuff they contain. Amongst others, we noticed 
the other day the following ludicrous brand on a number of Ja- 
panese saki-tubs: “ Best brewed saki saved one's life!” If then 
were content with branding their own productions with their owy 
mottoes, the harm done would amount to little; but the worst 
trash is sold to sailors and soldiers, who know no better, under 
forged foreign labels. It is high time the native authorities took 
official notice of those forgeries and measures to prevent their use. 






































NAGASAKI.

rom an official account of the railway traffic, it appears that 
the revenue has greatly increased since the opening of the line. 

Some two hundred Ainos, natives of Yesso, have been sent to 
Yedo from that island from the Department of Settlement, in 
order that they may make themselves acquainted with the Japanese 
written and spoken language. They excite a good deal of curio- 
sity among the natives. 

An order has been issued by the Mombusho or Department of 
Public Instruction by which all Japanese students resident in 
foreign countries who have not made sufficient progress in their 
studies are to be recalled. 

The Amateur Dramatic Corps, which has proved, since it started 
many years ago, @ source of amusement to the community, has 
disbanded, in consequence, it is said, of the expenses being greater 
than the receipts. ‘The theatre has been secured as a public hall, 
by donations from the community, and it is not improbable, the 
incubus of rent having been removed, that a new corps will be 
formed, and amateur theatricals in Yokohama be revived. 

Captain Hereiro, of the Maria Luz, has, we learn, left Hong 
Kong for Peru, for the purpose of laying before his Government 
the facts of the case that was recently tried here,

We have advices from this port to the 29th Nov. The out- 
ward French mail from London, Oct. 11, arrived out on the 
29th Nov. 


We hear that the Shanghai and Pootung Foundry Company 
intend building s patent slip for hauling up vessels of 1,000 to 
1,200 tons, on their premises at Pootung, adjoining the Foundry. 
We noticed that the river steamer Tungling had been hauled u 
without any difficulty, and it is said she is going to be cut in hal 
and considerably lengthened. We believe this is the first time 
such a work has been attempted in Shanghai. 

The old P. and 0. steamer Aden was transferred to hernew owners 
and for the first time flew the new Chinese merchant flag. She 
has been purchased for the sum of Tis. 55,700, by a Chinese 
Company, who style themselves the ‘‘ China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Company,” and who bid fair, from their influence and 
the capital at their disposal, to monopolise a large share of the 
carrying trade on the coast. This, unlike former Chingse Com- 
panies that have started in Shanghai, will not be a ‘ diltgidated 
Steam-boat Company,” as we learn they are getting some new 
boats out from England. The Aden is commanded by Captain 
Connor. She will be put into commission at once, and will make 
her maiden trip, under the new flag, to Swatow and back. If 
practicable, all the boats owned by this Company will eventually 
fly the British flag. 

We hear that the whole of the capital of the Pootung Dock 
Company, Tis. 95,000, in 950 shares of Tis. 100 each, has been 
subscribed, and that’ the shares of the Company were allotted 
yesterday. : Neots :

HIOGO.

The 
new machinery for the permanent lights at Hiogo and Temposan 
has arrived and been erected ; and from personal inspection a few

The unfortunate Hopewell has again been the victim of @ col- 
Keion, with the P. and O. steamer Hyd-spes, which vessel got foul 
of her in going from the Hongkew wharf to her moorings. The 
damage, however, in this instance, did not exceed a few ropes 
carried away. 

Some delay has occurred duriug a few days past with telegrams 
via Russia, from the damage to telegraphic connections caused 
by the hurricanes in Denmark and in the North of Europe. The 
Baltic Cable was rendered useless for a time, and the English 
telegrams had therefore to besent via Norway and Sweden. The 
Russian line did not suffer, however, and the others having now 
been repaired, communication goes on without any delays. 

The United States Navigation Company’s steamer 7unsin is 
reported to be badly aground on a sandbank between E-ching 
and Nanking. The Glengyle came to her assistance on her way 
‘down from Hankow, and as it was not deemed prudent to attempt 
to haul her off, proceeded to Chinkiang for cargo boats, with 
which she returned to enable the Tunsin to lighten. 

We hear that Ho Ching, who became Acting Viceroy of the 
Two Kiang on the death of Tseng Kwo-Fan, received news of the 
desth of one of his parents, and has consequently gone into 
mourning. This involves retirement from public life for a period 
of three years. It is not yet known who will succeed to his im- 
portant position. 

The fire commission, consisting of Mr. C. P. Blethen, chief en- 

ineer of the fire department, the secretaries to the English and 

mech municipal councils, and Mr. J. H. Cheverton, have issued 
their second report, being to the 30th September last. The fire 
record for 1872 is happily not a heavy one, comprising only fifteen 
fires, at four of which the engines were engaged, while in seven 
cases no alarm was given.

Hioco-Osaka.—Cotton Yarn was steadily declining, and stocks 
were accumulating. Grey Shirtings had advanced in price, and were 
firm at the close, with very amall stocks. Other Cottons were com- 
manding little attention. Woollens were generally ueglected. The 
low rate of native currency had prevented native merchants from 
working off the large stocks which have accumulated. Prices were 
very weak.

Hankow.—The market for Grey Cottons was very weak, and holders 
were trying to induce operations by lowering rates. 7 lbs. Shirtings 
were worth Tls.

Cainx1anc.—There was a moderate business doing in Grey Shirt- 
ings, at the equivalent of Shanghai, Tis. 1.85 to 1.86 per piece. 7 lbs. 
Cloth was also wanted, but was in small supply, prices ranging from 
Tis. 1.67 to 1.68 per piece. T-Cloths were in fair request at Tis, 1.42 
to 1.43 per piece for Mexicans, these figures being about equal to 
Tis, 1.47 per piece, Shanghai currency. in Drills and Woollens there 
was nothing doing. 

SHanauat.—Piece Goods: Had there not been a demand from Hiogo 
for Grey Shirtings,-ecarcely any businesa would have becn done. By 
that demand, however, native holders had been relieved of nearly 
50,000 pieces 7 Ib. ‘and 8} lba., and under ita influence the prices of the 
latter weight had atrengthened and improved to Tis. 1.83 to 1.85 for 
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common and Tis, 1.86 for ordinary to good Dewharat’s Eagles. The 
sales for Japan had almost cleared surplus stocks, and matters had 
consequent!y assumed a more cheerful aspect.

Yoxouama.—Business had been brisker, and settlements consisting 
of all grades had amounted to about 8,500 piculs, the greater part of 
which had been settled during the few days preceding this mail’s de- 
parture. Some of these settlements had been made at a rednction of 
$2 to $3, but a demand having sprung up towards the close, prices 
showed an upward tendency, and the market closed firm at quotations. 
There had been a good assortment on offer, and the quality was fair 
for the period of the season. Fine leaf was plentiful, but commanded 
full prices. Supplies had come in freely, but were somewhat short of 
the settlements ; stocks consequently, though still large, were slightly 
reduced. The Ukraine sailed on the 7th Nov. for San Francisco, with 
22,325 lbs. ; there had been no further export. The Lothair was to 
leave shortly to fill up at Kobe. Quotations: Good common, $26 to 
28; medium, $30 to 33; good medium, $35 to 38; fine, $89 to 48; 
finest, $44 to 47; choice, $50 upwards per picul. 

Hrogo-Osaka.—Prices had gradually advanced, and were almost on 
& par with those ruling at Yokohama. Settlements were returned at 
2,422 piculs, and stocks, which from time to time had been replenished, 
were estimated at fully 4,000 piculs. ‘I'he Lothair was expected from 
Yokohama, to complete her cargo for New York.

Amoy.—There bad been no further transactions of importance in 
Ooloongs, and the market was nominally without change. The

Canton.—There had been a continued demand for Scented kinds 
from one or two buyers, settlements to the extent of 2,500 boxes 
Scented Orange Pekoe at Tie.

Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
*(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HAMBURG, Jan. 7. 

The new year has brought us many changes, but there is still a great 
deal more to be done. I have already mentivned that our Bank valuta 
is doomed to death, and that it will be supereeded by the new Imperial 
currency; but though the date of ita expiration has been definitely 
fixed for the middle of February, for a long time ufter that day the new 
currency will and must remain as much an invisible myth avd money 
of account as Hamburgh banco ever was, because the mintage of the 
new gold coinage is not yet completed, and 1ill then will probably not 
be put in general circulation, though now and then they are occasionally 
seen. In the absence of gold cvins the old heavy and inconvenient 
silver thalers are used as a substitute by those who have no faith or 
confidence in bank notes, which, however,—especially those of the Bank 
of Prussia—circulate freely, though at a trifling discount; but the 
silver thalers coined in any of the German mints are, by the law of De- 
cember, 1871,fa legal tender, and must be taken at their full value of 
three new marks each. The distinctive sign for the new currency is 
Rak., which stands for Reichsmark, or mark of the Empire, with an 
arbitrary sign somewhat resembling a little written d, to denote the 
pfennigs or centesimal fractions. I request particularly your commer- 
eial readers in the Far East, who may have mercantile relations with 
this city to take notice of the above, as it will soon become the exclusive 
denomination of the unit of value for all Germany, as it is now ex- 
ceptionally at Bremen and Hamburg. The surmise I ventured to ex- 
press in my last letter that the Chamber of Commerce in this city, as 
the compiler of the ‘‘ Official Price Current,” would take the altera- 
tion of the quotations into their own hands after coming to an amicable 
understanding with the leading houses in the principal branches of our 
trade—such as colonial produce, cotton, butter, petroleum, fruit, metals, 
- corn and seeds, timber, and oilse—has been verified and confirmed, as 

the first number of that periodical for the present year will show. It 
presents such @ strange appearance that it is quite bewildering, and it 
will probably take some time before the merchants, brokers, and dealers 
can become thoroughly able to accustom themselves to the change. 

But it was ro doubt the best way of solving the difficulty by one bold 

plunge, and cutting this commercial Gordiau knot as effectually as 
. Alexander the Great did his with his sword, 

. _ The fever for establishing new Joint-Stock Companies which raged 

last year in this city has broken out again, but taken a new direction. 
Last year the 1age was for founding banks, which it must be confessed 
have all more or less succeeded, and their shares are mostly saleable at 
&@ premium ; this year speculation is turned to the purchase of the 
principal well-established hotels, and carrying on the business by a com- 
pany, in the expectation that each shareholder will be able tu iuduce 
his friends to patronise his own hotel, and thua by his recommendation 
bring fresh grist to the mill. In this way the Victoria, Streits Hotel, 
Zingg’s, aod the Hotel de Russie, in the best and most frequented part 
of the city, on the Basin of the “ Inner Alster,” have been already 
transformed into Joint-Stock Companies, and I hear that negotiations 
have been opened for the purchase of the Hotel de l'Europe, the hotel 
par excellence, as the most spacious and one of the best conducted and 
comfortable establishments on the Jungfernstieg, frequented by the King 
of Prussia, the Emperor of Russia, the Kings of Denmark and Swedea, 
and other crowned heads. 

The returns of the vessels belonging to Hamburg have just been pub- 
lished by the Board of Trade, and may be considered satisfactory, as 
they show a large increase of tonnage. thoush there is a slizht falling 
off inthe number. On the Ist January, 1872, there were 366 sailing 
vessels and 40 sea-going steamers, their aggregate tonnage being 
489,719 cubic metres. Onthe Ist January this year the figures wore 
340 eailiog ships and 62 steamers, with an agyrazate of 508,593 cubic 
_ Metres. Against the loss of twenty-six suiling vesscls from sales and 
wrecks, representitig 37,735 cubic metres, there is an increase of twenty- 
two steamers measuring 56,610 cubic metres, thus augmenting the 
grand total by 18,874 cubic metres. A much lurger addition will soon 
be made to the Hamburg mercantile flotilla, as several new companies 
_ have been formed, whose steamers will be ready ia the course of next 

summer, and the Hamburg and American Steam Company, who have 
hitherto enjoyed without opposition the carrying trade in goods and 
emigrants between this port and New York, and carry the United States 
mails from New York to England, France, and Germany, will have six 
large new steamers ready in the spriog, so as to be fully prepared to 
stand their ground against the Transatlantic Steamship Company, 
which has been formed for the expross purpose of cumpeting with them 

Following the example set by some enterprising American, several 
spirited Germans are making arrangements tu reccive a certain number 
_ Of intelligent young Japauese—fifteen at first—whio are to be placed 

with various manufacturers and artificers to Jearn the different trades 
in vogue in Europe. They are to remain for three years for that pur- 
pose, at the expiration of which they will be free to return hoine and 
establish themselves in their native country, thus tending to increase 
the knowledge and use of various articles of trade and how to muke 
them, which, it is thought, will have the offect of augmenting the 
exports of the raw materials from Germany. Herr Krupp, the cele- 
brated cannon manufacturer of Essen in Westphalia, has had a young 
Japanese for this purpose for soinc months, and nut only gives him free 
board and lodging, but liberally paid his travelling expenses to Europe, 
and has promised to send him back to Japan at his sole charge. Jakaion 
Osima, the highest mining engineer in Japan, has arrived in this country, 
and is going to reside for three months at Freiberg, in the kingdom of 
Saxony, to stvdy the German mode of mining as practised in the silvor 
mines at that place, where Alexander von Humboldt studied for three 
years and laid the foundation of his knowled,e of geology and geognosy. 

The Atalanta, Hamburg steumer, Cuptain Rieck, has returned safely 
from her first voyage to Penang, Singapore, and China, via the Suez 
Canal, and is advertised to sail again on the 18th inst.

and go on. An index to this latter section shows the extent of 
the work, for it contains a list of more than 200 colonies or settle- 
ments, in which all the merchants trading there are enumerated. 
The volume is handsomely got up, and well printed. 


Caravane Universelle is the title given to a “ scientifical ” 
voyage through ‘the five parts of the world,” projected by 
M. Bazergue, which should make our Mr. Cook look to his laurels. 
M. Bazergue gives a list of “ comforts quite unknown in long ex- 
plorating travels,” long enough to make any dilettante tourist 
fancy himself a Livingstone ora Mungo Park. “ An Anglican and 
a Catholic chaplain are both attached to the expedition ”—as well 
as a physician and a surgeon. “A special camp material, easily 
transferable, even by Indian carriers, allowing the caravan to 
stop in the most desert and unexplored countries,” is another of 
the attractions offered. Thirty-five sailors are engaged to act as 
servants and pioneers, “opening and clearing the way, fording 
rivers,” &c. This is satisfactory, but it is even more gratifying 
for intending travellers to learn that, in consequence of the 
“international composition” of the caravan, it will possess the 
“aid and protection of all the diplomatic agents spread through 
the world,” and that “all South America will be the very first to 
offer native troops for its greater security, and for strengthening 
its pioneering forces.” Search is to be made in every place where 
the caravan halts for any of the plants which the natives 
regard as ‘‘ therapeutic and curative”; and an analysis of their 
properties is to be made on the spot. Every branch of “ scienti- 
fical sub-divisions” is to be under the superintendence of “ distin- 
guished men,” and the financial success of the expedition is as- 
sured by the assistance of “a group of selected persons, real 
friends and protectors of true progress, who have come 
morally (sic) and materially to”the aid” of M. Bazergue. 
A subscription is, however, to be opened, under the ‘ care of 
honourable and eminent persons,” to provide for the necessities 
of “even a six years’ tour;” and when his “ outward prepara- 
tions ” are completed, M. Bazergue will decide ‘which number 
of gentlemen will be admitted (sic) for a portion, or the totality, 
of the campaign.” All the observations, discoveries, &c., of this 
unique expedition are to be reported monthly, and form the 
materials for a magazine, to be called the Universal Caravan. 
This interesting serial will be printed in every European language, 
and distributed to “ all the Governments represented in the ex- 
pedition, all scientifical societies, and all the protectors of the 
Caravan—founders of the Caravan Club.” ‘The prospectus winds 
up with a general inquiry for “ problems and questions ” likely 
to bear on the project, and also for the names of gentlemen (not 
above forty-five years old), ‘t young and energetic,” who would 
be “ an acquisition for the Universal Caravan.” 

“ Such is the rapid sketch,” says M. Bazergue, by way of pero- 
ration, ‘of the undertaking to which I have devoted my life.” 
Possibly M. Bazergue is not familiar with the works of Douglas 
Jerrold. Otherwise he might have remembered that Captain 
Smoke, in Bubbles of the Duy, conceived a precisely similar idea, 
with, however, the cardinal improvement that the expedition 
should stop for a fortnight in every country it passed through, 
“in order to learn the language.” The coincidence is, at any 
rate, curious,

A. Lister, Mr. A. Falconer, Dr. Bushell, Mr. H. E. Wodehouse, Dr, 
Hirth, and others. Where all the contributions are so excellent, 
it seems almost invidious to make any distinction,—especially as 
our limits preclude our giving such extracts as tempt us—but we

thing; their present condition tells of a Government which is defunct, 
and only waits its time to be removed. 


The Ming Tombs were our first objective point, and we reached them 
on the second day. They are on the southern side of the range oF ills, 
upon which the Great Wall is constructed, the Wall being situated on 
the northern side. We had passed two or three outlying knolls of this 
range when we came upon a very fine gateway of marble. About half 
a mile beyond {s another gateway. This one is constructed very differ- 
ently from the other. It is like a solid house, roofed as all houses are 
here, and an arched passage forms the gateway. It has neither windows 
nor doors leading to its interior. We pass another arch something 
similar to this last, and we reach what is considered the principal sight 
of the place. This is a long approach bordered on each side with 
sculptured animals. There are in all twenty animals, and twelve human 
figures. Among the animals are camels, elephants, horses, and mules 
—four of each kind—two in a recumbent position, and two standing, 
one looking at the other across the road. This stone population of man 
and beast extends for at least a good half mile, and ends by another 
triple gate, and, when you arrive at the end of the sculptured avenue 
jast described, you are in the centre of an amphitheatre of hills, some 
three or four miles wide. One can see in the distance what seems to 
be country houses, surrounded by trees, all round the base of the hills, 
These gre the tombs called Shih-san Ling, or ‘‘ thirteen tombs,” which 
is their number. In the afternoon wo rode back to Nan-Kow, which is 
a small town at the southern end of the pass through the hills to the 
Great Wall. From Nan-Kow to the Great Wall and back is a good 
day's work, 80 we were up by times, and started, on mules, for the pass 
is too rough and stony for horses, As this is the route of all caravans 
going to Siberia and Russia, besides being one of the principal lines into 
Mongolia, the traffic is immense —not quite so great as that of the Strand, 
but quite equal to many of the frequented streets of London, Mules, 
donkeys, and camelsare going and coming in Sarge and small groups, We 
saw hemp, paper, oil, felt, grapes, &c, » coming in. Soda from Kalgan 
is an article of trade that comes by this pass to China. All the prodac- 
tions of China, on the other hand, were going out by this stony way. 
We saw sheep, goats, and bullocks coming in for the Peking market, 
So constant is this traffic that our party proposed a Nan-Kow and 
Mongolia Direct Junction railway on the spot. It is easy to propose 
railways iu China—here man may Propose but Peking disposes, 


Before reaching the northern mouth of the pass some Inner lines of 
the Great Wall are seen, and they suggest the idea of having been more 
fantastic than useful. The wall twists about up and down the hills like 
the wild extravagance of Chinese ornaments, or the writhing contortions 
of their gods. It is built up tho side of steep precipices which never 
could require defence, and in trying to trace out the salients, were it 
not for the embrasures on the top, it would be difficult at times to tell 
which is the outside and which the inside of the work. It is manifestly 
pre-Vauban in more ways than one. These remarks apply also to the 
Great Wall. It would appeara very formidable defence to the mind of 
the Mongols, and its very reputation may no doubt at times have pre- 
vented invasions from being attempted. We must not forget that it was 
built at that period when the bow and arrow was the only arm of precision. 
To a visitor the Great Wall is not impressive. All one can see of it is that 
which runs up the hills on each side. A Rhine fortress preaents a more 
imposing appearance. It is not what one sees which inspires the in- 
tereat ; it is the knowledge and associations connected with it which are 
the attraction. It is upwards of 1,200 miles in length—the Chinese call 
itthe Wan-li-Chang, or‘ the Myriad-Mile-Wall.”” Some portions of 
it existed before the Christian era had begun. Its name is associated 
with that of great conquerors, and is linked to the history of China and 
to the movements of the Mongols and other races of Central Asia. It 
is one of the Seven Wonders of the World, which one has read of and 
wondered about in boyhood. Who has not wished to see such a monu- 
ment, and speculated if fate would ever bring the chance of doing so? 
And now that one has seen it, the visit to such a great and renowned 
work seems very commonplace. You recognise the wall at once from 
having scen itin pictures, and it seems familiar. You inspeet the stones, 
and the quality of the bricks. You count the courses and the number 
of the towers—walk along the way on the top and gather a flower to 
send home to a friend ; you come down again and have tiffin under the 
shadow of the wall, and you hear some cne grumbling that the mustard 
has been forgotten ; the mules are mounted, and you return again down 
Stony Pass, This is the British style of doing such things. Mr. Seward 
and a party of Americans lately visited the same spot, and instead of 
grumbling about the mustard under the Great Wall of China, they made 
specches and talked of “the civilisation of the youngest and greatest 
of modern nations,” and “the civilisation of the greatest and most 
ancient of nations.” No doubt this is the best style of doing a visit of 
this sort. For myself, I should never feel on such an occasion that I 
was called upon to make a speech ; for I should have the fecling that 
the Great Wall was laughing at me. 


On our way back to Peking we visited the Summer Palace. Th 

is some talk that it will be restored again for the use of the present 
Emperor. It remains as it was left by the Allies in the late war. One 
cannot help feeling sorry at seeing such beautiful places all in ruins, and 
I think there must be a Tegret now that it was done. To revenge injuries 
in this way is to act somewhat as the Communists are accused of having 
acted in Paris. Bismarck may not be quite the safest guide to follow 
in things political, but he has given us a good precedent in such mattera, 
and if ever the Chinese should torture or kill any of our people again, 
let us make them pay a milliard or two for the transaction, and let the 
crockery-ware places remain as they are. We visited the Jatle Spring, 
a fine stream bubbling up clear and fresh into a lake. A long inscription 
tells of its merits. It is called “The One Spring under Heaven,” and 
many high attributes are given to it. The water for the Emperor's use 
is brought in from this spring to Peking daily, and shortly after we had 
left it, the small cart was pointed out to us, going out for the day's 
supply. There were two casks in the cart covered with a yellow cloth, 
and a yellow flag with some Chinese writing on it fluttered in the 
wind, telling that cart, mule, and man were on Imperial business,

THE GREAT WALL OF CHINA. 
The special correspondent of the Daily News at Peking de- 
scribes his experiences of a visit to the Great Wall of China in a 
letter, from which we take the following extracts :— 


We were four gentlemen and two ladies, and a8 we lett Peking by 
the Te-Sheng-men—one of the northern gates—our appearance con- 
trusted so oddly with the look of the gates, the towers, the walls, and 
the people around, that it is rather difficult to say what we were like to 
ourselves, and still more difficult to guess what our cavalvade appeared 
to the Chinese mind. My own impression was that we looked very 
much like a travelling circus, or the beginning of one of Mr. G. P. R. 
James's novels. A travelling circus could not have produccd a greater 
sensation, for at every village there was a rush on all sides to look at 
the spectacle. The women particularly came out in numbers to sce 
the ladies, and they seemed to examine everything most critically, for 
thero was much chattering among them. Our path was for some dis- 
~ tance along what appeared to be a ravine, but it was explained that it 
was a‘‘road.” Iam told that perhaps a Mandarin regularly draws the 
funds for keeping this particular road in repair, and perhaps remits 
part of the cash to some one, who pays a fraction of it to another per- 
son, who pays somebody else to write Teports on the condition of the 
road, which are no doubt sent into Peking to the Board of Works, de- 
claring that it is in the most perfect condition. The towns along this 
ine are in as remarkable a condition as the roads. They have high 
walls, with bastions like the wall at Peking ; and the towns seem to be 
all perfectly square in Plun—this is also an imitation of Peking. These 
high walls are tumbling; huge masses of the brickwork may be seen 
which have slidden down, leaving a practicable breach should an enemy 
ever appear ; butenemies are notlikely to troublethem 3 even friends avoid 
these towns, The Toads, bridges, and great walls of these towns all tell 
pf a time when there|was a Government in the country which did some- 
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SHE MARRIAGE OF THE EMPEROR OF CHINA. 
he Cornhill Magazine for January contains an article on the mar- 
riage of the Emperor of China, from which we make the subjoined 
extracts :— rf . 

“The Great Emperor has become a guest in Heaven.” Such were 
the words in which was officially announced the death of that-dissi- 
pated monarch the late Emperor of China, who eleven years ago tot- 
tered into his grave a decrepit worn-out man of barely thirty years of 
age. His reign (1851-1861) had not been a fortunate one—its com- 
mencement had witnessed the captare of the southern capital by the 
Taeping rebels, and its close was preceded by the occupation of 
Peking by the allied armies—and probably few mourned for him, 
except perhaps the 300 young ladies whom he left widows, and who 
by his death incurred the penalty of enforced celibacy in the ‘‘ Cold 
Palace” during the remainder of their natural lives. Happily, in 
this instance, the country was spared that common sequel to the death 
ofan Eastern Monarch, a disputed succession, for only one son, a boy 
elght years old, survived his polygamous father. On this lad, there- 
fore, devolved the crown and the prospective duty—when he should 
come of age—of ruling the three hundred millions of China. Mean- 
whilc a regency, under the presidency of the Dowager Empress and the 
boy’s mother, on whom was bestowed the same rank by brevet, under- 
took the management of him and his affairs. The virile toga is donned 
early in the East, and in accordance with Chinese Imperial etiquette 
the young Emperor should have assumed that habit three years ago; 
but, for political reasons, the regency has up to this time kept him in the 
schoolroom. Now, however, at the ripe age of seventeen, his Imperial 
Majesty Tang-chi proclaims himself a man, and steps forward to take 
the reins of power. But the “ Book of Ceremonica” lays it down ag 
a rule, that before a sovereign attempts to rule his kingdom, he should 
try his hand on the management of a household. ‘‘ Marriage is the 


source of all rites,” says that venerable hook, and it’was obviously 
necessary, therefore, that, before beginning his political career, he 
should.enter into the complicated relations of Imperial wedded life. 


Kings and rulers are seldom allowed to follow their unrestrained 
inclinations in the selection of their wives, and to the Emperor of 
China is denied even the small latitude of choice which is accorded to 
European Monarchs. But, on the other hand, he has this inestimable 
advantage over his Western brethren, that, whereas their domestic 
comfort is in a great measure dependent on the dispositions of their 
solitary comforts, he can seek safety from the caprices of one wife in 
the society of a multitude. This consideration doubtless helped to 
render his Imperial Majesty Tung-chi quite indifferent as to the result 
of the cffurts of the two dowager empresses to settle him in life. Of 
the steps taken by the two ladies, the Peking Gazette, that meagre and 
solitary journal of Chineso officialism, give us very faint indications. 
But here the immutability of Chinese manners and customs stand us 
in good stead, since in the pages of the “ Ritual,” which was compiled 
for the guidance of the founders of the ‘‘ Great Pure” dynasty, we 
find an accurate picture of the modes of procedure which have of late 
been agitating the masters of ceremonies and the female world within 
the yellow glazed tiles of the Imperial Palace. To begin at the begin- 
ning, we must go back for more than a year, for alliances of so august 
a nature are not to be arranged in a hurry ; and if we had chanced to 
be in the “ Hall of Great Harmony” one day in the beginning of the 
autumn of 1871 we should have been witnesscs of the first act in the 
great matrimonial drama, Early in the morning we should have seen 
arrangements in course of being made for some great ceremony ; we 
should have seen the throne prepared for its royal occupant ; we should 
have scen one table so placed as to lead us instantly to recognise it as 
the future depository of an Imperial decree, and another as that of the 
great seal; we should have seen secretaries busy, and chambcrlains 
ordering servants and drilling Court gentlemen. Everything ready, 
music wonld announce the approach of the Imperial scdan chair, 
borne by innumerable coolics, and preceded, surrounded, and fol- 
lowed by heralds, marshals, cunuchs, and all the great officers 
of State. Amid a constant succession of bows, genuflections, 
and prostrations the boy-Emperor would ascend the steps to the 
throne, and seat himself thereon. The heralds would advance and 
proclaim to the assembled representatives of the empire that, in 
obedience to the orders of the dowager empresscs, his Imperial Ma- 
jesty had determined to make choice of an empress, and that a com- 

issioner and two deputy-commissioners had been appointed to re- 

mmend a lady of the empire for that great honour. As soon as the 
herald’s voice had ceased the Emperor would move slowly through a 
crowd of prostrate officials to his sedan chair, and when, surrounded 
by his followers, he had started for the apartments of the dowager 
empress.3 to announce the conclusion of the ceremony, we might 
mingle with the mob of servitors in the courtyard to inspect the be- 
trothal presents, On one side we should find standing in a row ten 
trained horaes; ten suits of armour, intended to clothe the limbs of 
as many male relations of the future empress, would be aprea‘l out on 
numerous tables; and 100 pieces of silk and twice as many pieces of 
cloth would be laid ready to form the nucleus of the bridal trousseau. 
With haste have the Imperial commissioners set about the exccution 
of their quidruple errand, for, in addition to an empress, they were 
officially charged with the sclection >t ‘hrec young ladies to occupy 
the rank of junior wives. It was said :t jirat that the daughter of the 
Tartar general at Canton was to share the Imperial throne, but inqniry 
proved that she was past the prescribed age, so the commissioners 
carried their investigations elsewhere. 


As the time draws near the preparations within the palace for the 
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reception of the Imperial bride are hurried forward, and on the day 
before the ceremony the preliminary form of respectfully announcing 
to Heaven and to earth the approaching event is solemnly gone 
through. And now, on the great day of the feast, the ‘‘ Hall of Great 
Harmony ” is the scene of bows and prostrations. Thither, early in 
the morning, the Emperor goes in state, to the music of drams and 
bells, and surrounded by all the chief officers of his household, to hear 
the decree read in which is officially announced the immediate arrival 
of the Empress elect. That done, the commissioners, eunuchs, and 
ladies in waiting march in procession to the house of the fortunate 
secretary of the Han-lin College to claim his daughter. Surrounded 
by his sons and male relatives, Chung-chi meets them at the front gate 
and conducts them through courtyard after courtyard into the great 
hall. Here the Imperial decree announcing the marriage is again read, 
and Chung-chi kneels thrice and bows down his head to the ground nine 
times in token of his sense of the honour done him. The eanuchs and 
ladies in waiting then lead out Ah-lu-te, who first makes obeisance 
to the throne, and then, after listening to the deed of registration 
read by the lady heralds, takes leave of her mother and steps into the 
bridal sedan. At the front gate her father kneels and bids her adieu, 
and the procession forms up. First comes the Imperial band, followed 
by carts carrying the commissioners, next comes the bride, then the 
maids of honour; after them the eunuchs on foot, and last of all the 
gentlemen in waiting. At the ‘‘ Bridge of the Golden Waters,” 
withintthe palace, the commissioners dismount, and when the pro- 
cession reaches the “Firm and Pure Palace” the eunucha invite 
Ah-lu-te to descend from her much-bedizened chair. In the contre 
hall the Emperor meets his bride for the first time, and with 
the ordinary ceremony of drinking the loving cup the marriage is 
complete. But there is yet no rest for poor little Ah-lu-te. The in- 
stant that she becomes empress she goes in state to visit the dowager 
empresses, and in return for three genuflections and as many obei- 
sances has the honour of lunching with those august ladies. The 
“ rituals” leave her undisturbed for the rest of the day, but on the 
morrow she pays visits to the dowager cmpresses and to the emperor, 
and receives the congratulations of the Court officials. In the after- 
noon the Emperor bestows wedding gifts on her parents and brothers. 
To the former he gives 200 tacls of gold, 10,000 taels of silver, 
1,000 pieces of silk, 20 trained horses, 20 stud horses, and 20 suits of 
armour; to the latter, 100 taels of gold, 5,000 taels of silver, 500 
pieces of silk, 1,000 pieces of cloth, six horscs, a suit of armour, a box 
of bows, a quiver of arrows, two suits of Court clothes each, two ordinary 
suits of clothes, two fur robes and a girdle. Afterwards he entertains 
her father, brothers, and male relatives, and the officers of the house- 
hold at a grand feast ; while to Madame Chung-chi, her daughter, and 
to the great ladies of the palace the dowager empresses show like 
hospitality. With these fetes the festivities are brought to a close, 
and the palace gates shut on her Imperial Majesty Ah-lu-te, to be 
opened only when duty and the “ Book of Rites” agree in declaring 
it to be necessary. As each junior wife and concubine arrives she 
will be conducted with. modified splendour to the ‘Hall of Great 
Harmony,” to which place the Emperor will come in state 
to ‘‘inspect” the new acquisition to his harem. On_ these 
occasions the loving cup, the sole ceremony which constitutes 
marriage, will be wanting, and after the ‘‘inspection” the lady 
will retire to her appartments, there to remain a prisoner, the victim 
of monotonous palace routine, for the remainder of her life. The 
present must be a busy time for the Lord High Chimberlain, and the 
“ Hall of Great Harmony ” must be the scene of many an assemblage 
of ‘*fair women and brave men,” for the Empress and three junior 
wives form but the nucleus of the harem over which the Emperor is 
called upon to exercise his administrative abilities. Nine wives of 
the second clase, twenty-seven of the third class, and eighty-one con- 
cubines are yet to be added to this number before the requirements 
laid down in the “ Rituals” are fully complied with. Fortunately for 
the peace of the guardians of these young ladics, abundance of oficial 
occupation is provided for their fair chargea by the constant recurrence 
of state ceremonies. Seventeen and eighteen arc mischievous ages; 
and if this were not go it is probable that his Imperial Majesty would 
find the exercise set him of ruling 120 idle and pampered young women 
far more difficult than the morc important task of governing an empire. 


At all the great religious festivals inthe year the Empres:, attended 
by bevics of her inferior rivals, plays a prominent part. She holds 
levees, at which the Court ladies attend, and pays visits to the wives 
of the chief officera of State. On the death of a Minister she either 
goes hersclf to condole with the widow, or sends one of the three 
junior wives of the first rank to represent ber. She exercises jurie- 
diction over the Imperial concubines, and examines with care the 
work done by them in the year. On all State occasions, when the 
Empress is unable to be present, three senior wives act as her depu- 
tics, and on her deccase they play the part of chief mourners. Tw the 
lot of the wives of the second rank falls the duty of instracting the nine 
troopsinto which the 27 wives of the third rank and the 81 concubines 
are divided, in the virtues, language, deportment, and work which are 
fitting forthem. They attend on the Empress at all Staite funerals, 
and add loud wailinga to her lamentations. They superintend the 
female servants of the palace, and they prepire the objects to be off:red 
at the great sacrifices. In each and all of these various services the 
concubines play inferior parts. Their special duty is to as-ist the 
wives of the third rank in managing the servants and in preparing for 
the religions services. Some of them also help th 32 eunuch tailors 
to mike the clothes of the Court, and others find employmen* in 
similar company as dressers to the Empress and junior wives. These 
and the numerous other duties expected of theim are quite enough, if 
faithfully performed, to keep the 121 puirs of little hands busily en- 
gaged. The “Rituals” declare that there shall be no drones within 
the palace, and let us hope that her Majesty Ah-lu-te, and her 120 
rivals, who are now assembling round the boy-Emperor, will prove 
themselves ag diligent as are suid to have been the model ladics of 


days gone by. 
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THE SINGAPORE FRAUDS AND THE BANKS. 

Tue first act of the great commercial awindling case, to 
which wealluded in a recent article, has been played out, and 
has resulted in Mr. Aaron RapwaEL Josuua, of the firm of 
Josuua and Broruer, being committed for trial on all the 
charges advanced against him by Mr. Seprimus SHort, the 
manager of the Singapore branch of the Chartered Mercan- 
tile Bank. After carefully reading the report of the examina- 
tion before Captain WALSHE, we may say that nothing in our 
experience can be compared with the credulity of the un- 
fortunate Bank’s “ manager,” during the operation of being 
swindled, or the imbecility of his mental collapse when he 
discovered to his cost—or rather to the cost of his share- 
holders—that the “ deed was done.” The revelations made by 
Mr. Seprimus SHort arenothing|lessthan astounding. Notonly | 
did he neglect to secure the deposit of the 650 chests of opium , 
on which he made advances with an amiability more refresh- 
ing than business like, but he absolutely did not take the pains 
to ascertain if any such chests were in existence at all. We 
would ask, is it conceivable that he could have expected—as 
a bank manager of ordinary intelligence—to derive any profit 
for his employers from such transactions as are unveiled in the 
present case. Could he not see that Josuua was simply using 
the bank, and that there could be only one end, viz.,a smash. 
Mr. SHort seems to have been, by some inscrutable means, 
deprived of the power to refuse Mr. Josuua anything, was so 
“ stunned ” (to use his own expression) when he found that 
his bank had been robbed, that he proposed to shift the loss 
on to other banks. “All I thought,” says Mr. Suort, with 
charming frankness, “ all I thought about it was, that if the 
“ other banks would trust him, I did not see why my bank 
“should not benefit by it.” That is to say, that the Char- 
tered Mercantile having been let in through his own incom- 
petency, Mr. Suorr was seized with a sudden fit of activity 
to put the Oriental into the hole into which he had fallen 
himself. It may, perhaps, be doubted whether after this the 
dismissal of Mr. Suort will satisfy the shareholders with 
whose capital he was entrusted. 

Mr. Joun Fraser, the acting accountant, is scarcely less 
ingenuous than his principal. In reply to the question 
whether it was not his particular duty to see that the secu- 
tities were always in order, this gentleman admitted that it 
was. And, in reply to the question whether he had ever 
ascertained whether Josuvua’s opium was in order, the same 
gentleman said he “ never did anything toascertain whether 
“ the opium was in order, so long as he had the receipts in 
“ order.” And so a worthless piece of paper was coolly 
accepted as security for a deposit of goods valued at £100,000, 
which ought to have been verified, and secured in the Bank’s 
godown! Halcyon days those, and never to return, we 
opine, for the adventurers of Singapore. But while recom- 
mending Mr. Srort’s retirement into private life, we cannot 
forkear asking what Mr. Jackson, the Bank’s Inspector for 
the Straits and China branches, could have been about not 
to discover the position of the Singapore branch. It seems 
incredible that such a system could have existed so long if 
proper scrutiny bad been exercised. What is the use of 
these inspectors walking over the course in the manner in 
which it seems Mr. Jackson must have done? Better far 
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that the expenses of such inspectors should be dispensed 
with, as they simply deceive the head office. The folly, not 
to say insanity, of the bankers “running a muck” agai 
each other for business in the manner exemplified by the 
late failures in Singapore, has, we suppose, now been fully 
demonstrated, but with competent inspectors we maintain 
that such wholesale losses could not be. 





Since the above was in type, we understand that the di- 
rectors of the Mercantile Bank have agreed to surrender the 
280 chests of opium to the Oriental Bank. 


THE CASE OF MR. COUSENS. 

WE can see nothing in the letter of Judge Hornsy, to 
alter the views we have already expressed on the decision of 
Consul Gower at Hiogo, in the case of Mr. Cousens, We 
repeat, that it was the most patent misuse of Consular power, 
which has ever occurred in China or Japan. Judge Hornsy 
has now added to the mistakes of the Consul by expressing 
opinions which, to the most unprejudiced person, bear all the 
impress of partiality to the one side, not to say animus to 
the other. He would have been perfectly justified in re- 
turning the Memorial to the writers, and apprising the 
memorialists that Mr. Cousens had his remedy in claiming 
the right to appeal, but he certainly was not justified in ex- 
pressing any opinion on the matter officially to Mr. Watsoy, 
or any one else. On the contrary, he should have expressly 
avoided it; unless the case was properly brought before him 
ou appeal. Mr. Warson, our Charge d’Afaires, in his com- 
munication to Judge Horny allows his animus to appear 
very distinctly. Why he should have considered it com- 
patible with his position, to delegate to another, the mode of 
treating the Memorial, is to us incomprehensible. We can 
only conclude that it was done to avoid the responsibility of 
handling the matter. Such a course is, however, not very 
dignified for the chief of the Consular staff in Japan. Alto- 
gether it is the most miserable piece of official spleen and 
incompetency that we have ever had to notice, and we par- 
ticularly regret that Sir Epmunp Hornby should be mixed 
up in it. That a Judge should condescend to explanations 
is—well, we won’t say what. 


THE “ILLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS” ON THE 
EMPEROR'S MARRIAGE. 

One of the most noticeable developments of modern civili- 
sation is undoubtedly newspaper enterprise. Every one is 
familiar with the circumstances which recently led the cor- 
respondent of a New York journal into the wilds of Central 
Africa ; within the last few days the proprietors of a London 
morning paper have undertaken to pay the expenses of an 
expedition into Assyria to search for hidden records of the 
early history of the world, and to the owners of the Z//ustrated 
London News belongs the honour of having sent a special 
artist to the capital of China to sketch, fur the benefit of 
the English public, the ceremonies connected with the mar- 
riage of the “Son of Heaven.” In a country “ where to take 
“ off your hat is an insolent gesture, and to wear white gar- 
“ ments is to put yourselves in mourning,” we ought not to be 
astonished to find royal marriages conducted on principles 
the very reverse of those which prevail in Europe. There 
all is done in secret, here everything is public. The strictly 
guarded gates of the Imperial Palace are closed even against 
‘special correspondents,” and Mr. Simpson is only able to 
tell us by report of bow the Emperor had to be disturbed 
from sleep to receive his bride, how Au-LU-TE, perpetuating: 
the memory to the old world custom of marriage by capture, 
bestrode a saddle on dismounting from her bridal chair, and 
how she entered into the presence of her lord carrying “a 
“ vase containing wheat, maize, rice, emeralds, sapphires, 
“ rubies, and other articles to symbolise all that the earth 
“produces.” But though at the Palace-wall we lose all per- 
sonal acquaintanceship with the Imperial proceedings, Mr. 
Srpson, iu the vivid sketches which have appeared in the 
recent numbers of the J/lustrated London News, has enabled 
us to follow Au-Lu-re from her father’s house to her 
future home. First we have a drawing of the Palace 
erected for her usc preparatory to her marriage. Then 
sketches of the various troops of coolies bearing the nuptial 
presents in State, of the midnight procession of the bride

China bear the unmistakable mark of foreign execution. In 
them for the most part the more prominent peculiarities of the 
dress are carefully delineated, but the features, attitude, and 
surroundings are strictly European. Mr, Simpson, however, 
has achieved what only a very quiet and skilful draftsman 
could accomplish ; he has transferred to paper the Peking 
mandarins, soldiers, rabble, aud gamins as they really are. We 
venture to say that the English public has never. had such 
an opportunity of becoming acquainted with the appearance 
and inhabitants of a large Chinese city as is now presented 
to them, and it is to be hoped that Mr. Srmpson’s sketches 
will throw more life-like reality into the very vague ideas, 
which have prevailed in the minds of most Englishmen, oa 
the subject of the homes of the Celestials. 


THE CHINA TRADE REPORTS. 

In another column we give our usual resumé of the Cus- 
toms Gazette for the quarter ending September, 30, 1872, 
which is, from a variety of causes, unusually interesting on 
the present occasion. The Opium Returns derive peculiar 
importance from the conditions under which the native drug 
is cultivated in different districts, and the uncertainty as to 
the way in which the Emeeror will deal with this question 
on his assumption of supreme power. The graphic descrip- 
tion of the situation of Tientsin, and its liability to being 
flooded, possesses a painful interest, as suggesting the ease 
with which, in the event of war, and under certain circum- 
stances, the “narrow strip of land” containing the town 
might be submerged by a cutting throngh the new road con- 
structed by Li Huna-Caana. But all the Commission:rs’ 
Reports deserve exceptional attention, and we cannot 
but express our regret that, in some cases, they do 
not contain such full information as we have a right to 
expect. That much-abused scrap of Latin “ Vil” is too 
often appended to the heading ‘General Remarks ;” and, 
of course, leaves us completely in the dark as to the causes 
of the different statistical returns, as well’ as the state and 
prospects of the communities concerned. What makes this 
matter the more vexatious is that Vil always crops up at 
the tail-end of a report which shows a falling off. This is 
an evasion against which we shall not cease to protest until 
it is remedied ; and the diminution in the number of Nils 
in the present instance encourages us to believe that our 
remonstrances on this head have not been altogether un- 
attended with success. In all cases where Vil flourishes at 
_ the foot of a “ Report” we have recorded the fact. That 
it should figure at the foot cf so important a port as Shang- 
hai seems to us simply monstrous. Shanghai strikes the 
key-note of China trade and society, and we cannot be satis- 
fied with the proceedings and prospects there being packed 
up in the three letters Nil. Of course, when Reports 
have to be furnished by fourteen gentlemen from as many 
different places, various degrees of ability and accuracy 
will be displayed. Regarded as a whole, the quarter 
under review exhibits decided improvement in style, ar- 
rangement, and deduction. The report from Newchwang, 
in regard to the decrease in the growth and consumption of 
native opium is highly important. We have no wish to in- 
atitute invidious comparisons—always putting the “ Nil” 
party aside—but we think it is-scarcely possible for any 
intelligent reader to note the Reports of Mr. Hanwnen, 
from ‘Tientsin ; Mr. MaceHenrson, from Hankow ; and Mr. 
A. Hupsr, from Chinkiang, without recognising their broad 
and comprehensive excellence. It would be very convenient 
if the totals of Exports and Imports were added up in each 
Report, so that we might sco at a glance, not only what 
articles had increased or fallen off, but whether the gross 
trade of the port had increased or decreased.

CHINA CUSTOMS GAZETTE. 

The following is the completion of our résumé of the 
returns of the Comraissioners at the various ports, commenced 
in our last issue :— 

CHINKIANG. 

Mr. A. Huber, Acting Commissioner, reports a greatly increased 
trade cven over the corresponding quarter of 1871, which was the 
most flourishing since the port was opened. 562,273 pieces of 
Cotton Goods were imported, and 425,981 were sent inland under 
transit passes, against 386,867 imported, and 290,840 sent inland, 
thus showing an increase in the quarter under review of 174,406 
pieces, or 43 per cent. Metals also show a considerable increase, 
Pig Lead especially, many dealers who went forinerly to Kiukiang 
now supplying themselves kere. Steel increased from 251 to 614 
piculs, owing to its great cheapness. 

Opium shows the slight decrease of 122 chests. This is partly 
owing to the increasing cultivation of the native drug, especially 
in the Shansi province, whence it finds an easy exit to the Northern 
and Western markets, usually provided by Chinkiang, and partly 
to the numerous small seizures of foreign Opium which have lately 
been effected hy Lekin officials from purchasers who were takin 
it inland without having paid the Lekin tax, Nearly one half o 
the foreign Opium imported evades this tax, and the severity of 
the officials has resulted in a diminution of the sale of the drug. 

Among native imports we find a reduction of over 100 per cent. 
in Wood Oil, attributable to the large stock remaining in hand at 
the end of the last quarter ; but this decrease is more than coun- 
terbalanced by the large increase of about 190 per cent. on the 
importation of native Sugar. This may bo accounted for by the . 
severe measures taken to prevent the Chinese dealers in Sugar 
from declaring here as foreign—for the purpose of obtaining a 
transit pass inland—Sugar which had been imported at Shanghai 
as native, paying only the half coast trade duty. In native Ex- 
ports, Cotton and Rice exhibit a large increase, owing to the large 
crops this year. Cotton shows 2,904 piculs, against 787, and Rice 
the enormous advance from 20,994 to 148,179. There was a great 
demand for Cotton at Hankow. The harvest of{Paddy and Wheat 
was so abundant that any deficiency in other provinces can be 
supplicd from this port. 16,242 poles were exported in foreign 
bottoms for Tientsin to the order of his Excellency Li Hung 
Chang, Viceroy of Chili; 138 passes outwards were issued, but 
none surrendered to the Customs, showing that none of the goods 
thus brought from the interior have been exported from Chinkiang 
in foreign bottoms. 

SHANGHAI. 

Mr. Coinmissioner Dick reports the quarter's revenue as 
Tls, 845,739, against Tls. 918,227 in 1871, and Tls. 787,726 in 
1870. The tonnage (both entered and cleared) was about 
316,000, against 270,000. In Imports, Shittings were about the 
average of the last three years, though Icss than in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1871. T-Cloths show 1 267,434 pieces, 
against 1,010,764. English Drills show 194,919, against 71,128 ; 
American but 1,455, against 65,060 ; and Dutch, 47,390, against 
75,791. Sheetings maintained the previous year’s quantity. 
English Jeans increased enormously, returning no Jess than 
101,415 pieces. Dutch Jeans, 16020. In the corresponding 
hag of 1871 English and Dutch together only gave 52 377. 

n Woollens, Camlets have steadily fallen from 33,':93, in 1869, 
to 25,857 in 1870, 19,217 in 1871, and 10,080 in the quaiter 
under review. Long Ells have al-o steadily fallen to 30.170—not 
half what they stood at in 1869. Lustres increased abcut 10 per 
vent. Tron Nail Rod and Bar bave fluctuated immensely in the 
last four years; they showed in 18(9, 121,370 piculs, against 
88,691 in 1870, 32,554 in 187], and 42,458 in the quarter under 
review. In Exports, Beans and Bean-cake are little more than 
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a fourth of what they were in 1869 and 1870. Ootton shows 
54,830 piculs, against 37,057 in 1871, and seems to maintain a 
steady increase. Black Tea shows 210,933 piculs, against 
972,603 in the previous year, while Green rose from 98,676 to 
124,972. Silk gives for the quaet 122,332, against 383,232. 

Foreign Opium shows a decline from 10,823 piculs in 1869, 
to 10,663 in 1870, 8,815 in 1871, and 8,973 in the quarter under 
review.

NINGPO. 

Mr. Commissioner White reports trade generally above the aver- 
age, but the chief interest centered in Tea, in which vigorous com- 
petition existed, although in the face of heavy losses. The quality 
of this year’s tea is stated to be unusually good, but the crop will 
probably prove somewhat smaller than last year’s. The newly 
established Tea Hongs are to a certain extent responsible for the 
high prices in the interior ; they entered the market eagerly, and, 
despite almost certain losses, continued to supply heavily the 
already overstocked market at Shanghai. The main bulk of the 
tea was already exported, and, though steady shipments were 
likely to continue till late in the year, the first rush of business 
was considered over. The general impression among the Chinese 
was that the speculation had been a losing one, and that next year 
(the present) would see a great reduction in the number of com- 
petitors in thetrade. The action of a subordinate officer in charge 
of the Wei Zing Tax Office, on the borders of Chekiang and Ngan 
Hui, 20 miles from westward of Ch’un Ngan Hsien, in the Yeu 
Chow Department, threatened to divert the teas from this port to 
Kiukiang. The regulation hitherto in force provided for the pay- 
ment at Wei Zing of 8 mace 4 candareens per yin (120 catties) of 
tea which passed the barrier. In July this officer reduced the 
yin to 100 catties. The merchants protested, and, to avoid the 
extra tax, passed more than 10,0u0 packages, via the Poyang Lake, 
to Kiukiang. This decisive conduct induced the officer to restore 
the old yin; and, notwithstanding the loss (to this port) of the 
10,000 packages, the total export will probably prove, at the end 
of the year, to be within a few hundred piculs of last year’s. 
For the quarter under review, the increase is 12,161 piculs on 
Green, and 1,154 on Leaf, Tea. 

The Cotton Market opened in September at $17.20 per bale of 
120 cattics—a high rate, caused by competition in Shanghai and 
Fokien. This was not expected to continue, as the crop is stated 
to be the largest for ten years. The staple is of very superior 
quality. The export had already reached 5,205 piculs—an ex- 
cess of 3,585 piculs over the same quarter in 1871. 

The export of Cuttle Fish shows an increase of 7,976 piculs, 
little more than half of which finds its way out of the port in 
foreign bo! toms, the rest being distributed through the province 
inland or shipped in junks coastwise for local consumption. 

The tonnage for the quarter shows an increase of 3,266 in- 
wards and 3,119 outwards, The total Revenue collection exhibits 
an increase of Tls. 63,286. ‘The heading of Tonnage Dues is the 
only one under which there is any falling off. 

In general Imports, Shirtings rose from 57.413 pieces to 79,400 ; 
T-Cloths from 20,008 to 36,365. English Drills rose from 9,331 
to 18,607; Dutch from 5,020 to 9,590; while American disap- 
peared altogether from the market. Lustres show 4.680 picces, 
against 7,055; Iron, 7,733, against 8.670; Tin, 5,219, against 
4,629 ; Malwa Opium, 2,116 piculs, against 1,329. 

In exports, Cotton shows 5,205 piculs, against 1,620 in 1871, 
and 8,564 in 1870. Green Tea, 97,067, against 84,906; Leaf 
1,796, against 642. 

The weather was alternately very hot and very cold. Much 
sickness prevailed, but not of a fatal character. The want of good 
drinking water was severely felt. The ponds were nearly all dry, 
and the canals so low that only the lightest vessels could pass up. 


FORMOSA-TAMSUI. 

Mr. Commissioner E. Dechamps reports the tonnage entered as 
11,109, against 15,156; cleared, 9,685, against 13,581. In im- 
ports, Grey Shirtings show 7,200 pieces, against 10,700; Camlets, 
but five pieces ; Lead, 457, against 465; Opium (Benares), 192 
chests, against 349. In exports, Coal shows 129,215 piculs, against 
173,976. The revenue fell from Tis. 43,679 in the corresponding 
quarter of 1871, to Tls. 33,281.

FORMOSA——TAKOW. 

Mr. Cartwright, Deputy Commissioner in charge, reports trade 
as unusally inactive. The shipping, revenue, imports. and ex. 
ports, all show a falling off compared with the corresponding 
quarter in 187]. The causes are to be found in the earlier closing 
of the Sugar season, and in the scarcity and dearness of Rice. 
The imports of Opium was 18 per cent. Jess than in the previous 
rear, It was generally thought that the Sugar crop would be 
larger than in the previous year. 

The tonnage entered fell from 5,569 to 3,872; cleared, from 
7,897 to 4,362, In imports Shirtings show only 1,100 pieces 
against as many thousands ; T Cloths, 1,210 pieces, against 498 : 
Drills, ned ; Opium, 394 piculs (of which 70 were Persian), against 
80. Woollens, nil. In exports, Brown Sugar shows 42,091 piculs, 
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against 64,548 in 1871,and 48,516in 1870. The revenue was 
Tls,11,135, against Tls. 22,885 in 1871, and 16,675 io 1870. ; 

There were several cases of highway robbery by a band of<- 
brigands, which was dispersed, and their leader executed. There 
were also manifestations of hostile feeling against the native con- 
verts to Christianity, but they were put down by a proclamation 
from the magistrate. The Articles from the Treaty of Tientsin 
which provide for the protection of the persons and property of 
foreigners, were quoted in full; and the Chinese people exhorted 
to be respectful and unsuspicious in their behaviour to Europeans. 

This port probably enjoys as fine a climate as any in the 
Tropics. 

FOOCHOW. 

Mr. Commissioner Glover reports, tonnage, both entered and 
cleared, to be about 59,000, against 53,000 in the corresponding 
quarter of 1871. In imports, Grey Shirtings show 14.249 pieces, 
against 18,961 ; T-Cloths, 45,215, against 46,547 ; Drills (English 
American, and Dutch), 5,080, against 5,892 ; Lead, 25,803, against 
24,743; Malwa Opium, 672, against 551 ; Patna, 264, against 338, 
In exports, Tea shows 209,274, against 274,787; Timber Poles, 
105,243, against 60,718 ; Bamboo Shoots, 17,242, against 14,679. 
The revenue was Tls. 588,519, against 756,926 in the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1871, and 703,145 in 1870.

AMOY. 

Mr. Commissioner Hughes reports an exceptionally large im- 
portation of Rice, 179,090 piculs, miking a total for the nine 
months of 313,000 piculs, worth about $700,000, a sum large 
enough, in all probability, to affect exchange operations, for it 
equals one half of the value of Opium imported here for the year, 
and is a large set-offagainst the cost of Teas. The bulk of this 
rice was from Saigon and Japan. In other imports, Shirtings 
show only 11.402 pieces, against 23,665 in the corresponding 
quarter of 1871, and 23,727 in 1870. In Woollens, Spanish 
Stripes and Woollen and Cotton, Mixtures show an increase, 
Metals were stationary. Opium shows—Benares, 497 piculs, 
against 625 ; Patna, 564 piculs, against 374; Persian, 271 piculs, 
against 123. In exports, Hemp bags rose from 165.350 to 322,944; 
Sugar showed a falling off ; Tea was 39,505, against 35,894. The 
tonnage (entered and cleared) rose from about 59,000 to 71,000. 
The revenue was Tls. 199,966, against Tls. 186.730 in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1871, and Tls, 159 233 in 1870. 

The import of Wheat and all Bread Stuffs exhibited great in- 
crease. American Flour shows 4,500 piculs, against 664 up tothe 
same period in the previous year. 

During the quarter disturbances resulting from an organised 
opposition to the loéal authorities broke out at Tu-hsun-hsiang, 
a place about 40 li from the district town of Chang-fu, in the 
Changhow prefecture. The disaffected held possession of the 
town, and it was anticipated the authorities woull experience 
some little difficulty in expelling them. as the hilly nature of the 
surrounding country admits of but one approach to the town, 
which can thus be guarded by a comparatively small number. 
The head man of the village is a wealthy merchant, with branch 
establishments at most of the open ports, who retains a number 
of persons of doubtful character. A sort of “black mail’ was 
extorted from this clan of rowdies by the local magistrate, till 
they refused to be squeezed any further, when the magistrate 
ordered the police to fire their dwellings and ancestral temple, and 
the people rose against them. To restore order, a detachment of 
troops was sent by the Admiral of the province in foreign-built 
gun-boats, but when they arrived they found the p'ace deserted, 
asit remains. The troops, said to number 3,000 men, had not 
been withdrawn ; and it is said that a terrible example was made 
by firing all the villages around for 15 @¢. 

The dengue fever (scarlatina rheumatica) was brought here in 
some vessel from the Straits. The disease, though not exten- 
sively fatal, was very painful; and it spread in the adjacent dis- 
tricts. Dr, Manson has contributed a szientific accouut of it to 
the Customs Medical Report for the last half-year. 


SWATOW. 

Mr. Commissioner Kleinwachter reports tonnage as exhibiting 
a small decrease on the corresponding quarter of the year pre- 
vious. In imports, Shirtings have fallen stea lily for the last four 
years, T-Cloths, the same. Drills fell to half the quarterly report 
of the last two years. Woollens maintained a fair average. In 
Opium, Benares shows 138 chests. against 275 ; Patna, 453, against 
640 ; nad Malwa, 859, against 904. In exports. Sugar shows the 
enormous increase of from 11,999 piculs to 74,134. The revenue 
was Tls. 145,474, against Tls, 165,347.

CANTON, 

Mr. Bowra, Acting Commissioner, reports a slight diminution 
in the tonnage. In imports, Shirtings show a slight incvease over 
the corresponding quarter of the previous year, but are greatly 
below 1869 and 1870 — Woollens show a general falling off, 
except in the article of Bombazettes. Lead has steadily decreased 
for four years. Opium gives 148 chesza, azainst379. In exports, 
Tea increased from 25,992 piculs to 36,040 ; Sugar fell from 153.964 
to 110,570. Silk showsa falling off. The revenue was much tho 
same as before,

J4 There is considerable uneasiness among bankers and others as 
to further difficulties in the China trade. 

The directors of the China Submarine Telegraph Company have 
declared an interim dividend of 3s. per share on account of the 
profits for the three months ending 31st December, 1872, payable 
on the 31st inst. 

The suspension has been announced of Messrs. Drakeford 
Brothers, silk merchants, of 5, Great Winchester-street-buildings, 
8 firm which succeeded about five years ago to the business of an 
old and respected house in the trade. The liabilities are esti- 
mated to amount to about £90,000, of which about £60,000 will 
be secured. The books have been placed in the hands of Messrs. 
Bagshaw, Westcott and Johnson, of 35, Coleman-street. The 
losses which have caused the failure are understood to be due to 
the recent depressed state of the silk markets ; and other failures 
of a minor character are anticipated in the trade. 

Another suspension in the silk trade has been announced, that 
of Messrs. A. Vivanti and Co., of 1, Jeffery’s-square, whose liabi- 
lities are estimated at about £300,000. The house was established 
in 1868, The value of the estate will depend a good deal on the 
realisation of securities, of which it is hardly possible yet to form 
an estimate. The following is the circular announcing the sus- 
pension :— 

Gentlemen,—We rogret to inform you that in consequence of the de- 
pression in the silk market, and from other circumstances, we are com- 
pelled to suspend payment. Our books have becn placed in the hands

Another meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Thornton and Co. 
was held at Manchester on the 7th inst. A statement of affairs, 
prepared by Messrs. Deloitte and Halliday, accountants, was sub- 
mitted, showing liabilities £138,028 4s., assets £56,911 33.11d. It 
was resolved, upon the recommendation of the committec, to 
accept a composition of 6s. 8d. in the pound, payable in four in- 
stalments—2s. in four months, 2s. in eight months, 2s. in twelve 
months, and 8d. in fifteon months. 

Creditors of Messrs. Bowles Brothers proved their debts in the 
Bankruptcy Court yesterday to the extent of £10,000, and a re- 
solution was passed appointing a trustee and a committee of in- 
spection. It was stated that, without a shilling of capital at the 
commencement, this banking firm in two or three years ran up 
liabilities of £83,000, to the discharge of which there exist only 
meagre and doubtful assets—rendered so much less by the Jondon 
managers of the concern, Messrs. Keith and Sugden, absconding 
at the last moment, and taking with them about £7,000. 

The Japanese creditors of the Joint National Agency (Bowles 
Bros.) have accepted a composition of 2s. 6d. cash, and 2s, 6d. in 
three months. The claims amount to about £25,000. Mr. Thom- 
son Cordner, of Missouri, and others have undertaken the payment. 

Lord Cairns, the arbitrator in the Albert Assurance Company’s 
affairs, has, upon the application of the Joint Official Liquidator, 
ordered the payment of a second dividend in this arbitration. 
The amount available permits of a dividend of 1s, 6d. in the pound, 
making, with the previous dividend, 3s. Gd. Notice of the date 
of payment of this second dividend is to be sent to evcry claimant 
as soon as the necessary calculations have been made. 

Increased premiums of £10 to £15 have been paid on the 
F.C. Clarke, London to Yokohama. The Glendura, from Manila, 
sailed July 29, and passed Sunda Sept. 7, is also overdue. 

The steamer Glenartney has, we hear, been sold for the Cape 
trade, not for the Yangtsze. 

It is notified that Mr. T. Jones Gibb has retired from the firm 
of T. A. Gibb and Co., of Old Broad-street ; and that Mr. QO. W. 

Helbling has retired from the firm of Helbling and Co., also of 
Old Broad-street. 

Bar Silver has again slightly improved in value, and may be 
quoted as 59 13-16d. per oz. standard. The market is now bare 
of supplies of Mexican Dollars, and toth descriptions of coin are 
in good demand. 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 
The Board of Trade returns for December have been issued. 


The import of articles of foreign and colonial merchandise for 
the month is estimated at £29,120,060, against £25,576,886 in the 
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corresponding month of 1871, and £388,473,169 in 1870. For 
the twelve months the figures stand—1870, £303,257,493 ; 1871 
£330,754,359 ; and 1872, £353,375,740. The export of articles of 
British and Irish produce and manufacture for December 
amounted to £20,516,253, against £17,378,412 in December, 1871, 
and £17,178,058 in 1870. For the twelve months the figures 
stand—1870, £199,586,822; 1871, £223,066,162 ; and 1872 
£255,961,609. The quantities of the following chief articles of 
export have increased largely :—Cotton yarn, from 16,084,000lbs. 
to 18,882,000lbs. ; cotton piece goods, from 259,151,000 yards to 
297,206,000 yards; woollen cloths, from 2,162,000 to 2,963,000 
yards ; worsted stuffs, from 20,595,000 to 24,538,000 yards ; linen 
piece goods, from 17,673,000 to 19,212,000 yards; and jute 
manufactures, from 5,353,000 to 7,995,000 yards. The principal 
diminution of our chief articles of export is in coal, which has 
fallen from 993,000 to 830,000 tons, although there is an increase 
of value from £532,000 to £822,000. In the imports, the most 
notable fact is a large increase of the receipt of bread stuffs. 
The totals of our trade for the whole ycar are very large. The 
imports as compared with 1871 and 1870 show an increase in 
the former case of 7 per cent., and in the latter of 16} per cent. 
The exports on the other hand, compared with 1871 and 1870, 
show an increase in the former case of 15 per cent. and in the 
latter case of 28 percent. Adding imports and exports together 
the aggregate foreign trade of the United Kingdom in 1872 
amounted to £609,336,000. 

With regard to Tea there was a large increase in the imports in 
December (23 million lbs., against 13 million Ibs. in the same 
month 1871), and the total for the year shows an extension of 
fully 15 million ]bs., of which nearly two million lbs, are Indian. 
The entries for home consumption exceed those of 1871 by four 
and a quarter million lbs., and were the largest ever known. The 
exports, however, decreased 2,700,000 lbs., and the stock at the 
end of December amounted to fully 100 million lbs., being larger 
than for many years, and 18 millions in excess of 1870.

The stock in bond on the 31st Dec. was 100,774,508 lbs., against 
82,964,887 lbs. in 1871, and 79,966,167 in 1870. 

With regard to Coffee the most important feature is comprised 
in the large diminution in the imports, the total for the year 
being 11,400 tons less than in 1871, of which 1,600 toms were 
added in December. The export deliveries show a smaller defi- 
ciency than previously, those in December being as much as 1,800 
tons in excess of the preceding year, and the total for the year is 
reduced to 5,800 tons. The duty payments improved to the 
extent of about 300 tons. The result of these movements was to 
reduce the stock at the end of the year to the amount of 10,440 
tons, leaving a smaller quantity then for many years. 

With reference to sugar the imports in December exceeded 
those in the same period of 1871 by 9,000 tons, and the tota 
excess for the year was thereby increased to 95,300 tons; by 
this extraordinary expansion the total reached 784,000 tons, 
or a larger quantity than ever before attained. Whilst the 
receipts of Colonial West India show a decrease of 38,952 tons, 
those of British India exhibit an increase of 16,973 tons, and 
Mauritius an increase of 25,457, making a total increase of 3,478 
tons British. Foreign kinds show an increase of 81,077 tons, 
Cuba, &c., being 83,836 tons, Brazil 32,050 tons, and Foreign East 
India 14,606 tons more, whilst other countries (chiefly Beet), 49,415 
tons less ; the increase in refined amounted to 10,741 tons.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
—— 
TEA. 

Since the commencement of the year a very large amount of Tca 
has been placed on the market, and in addition frequent public sales, 
both of India and China Tea, have taken place ; thusa considerable 
amount has found buyers, still however leaving a large portion of that 
offered unsold. Prices have shown steadiness for all good and fine 
kinds of black-leaf Congous, whilst red-leaf kinds have been difficult 
of sale, and aiftings at public auction went lower. Canton made Con 
~~ have gold at about former rates. Oolongs have been offered very 
reely, but the demand has been limited, and quotations are in a mea- 
sure nominal. Souchongs and Flowery Pekoes show no alteration. 
Scented Teas: Canton Capers have sold lower for common to fair 
kinds, also fair to good Foochow kinds. Canton Orange Pekoes con- 
tinue difficult to move; fine Foochow kinds have gold rather lower. 
Green Teas have again sold lower at public auction, Moyune kinds 1d. 
bog 2d., and Ping Sueys fuily 1d. per lb. Canton kinds also rather 
ower. 

With regard to the buciness of the past year, Messrs. Shepard, 
Harrigon, and Rehden's Circular says:—The prominent subject for 
congratulation is the increase in imports and deliveries, also the fact. 
of consumption continuing on good to fine Teas, without stint of 
supply, Indian leaf now entering into active and telling competition 
with China growth. ‘The severe cxperience of the past two seasons 
induced merchants to give atrong support to prices for Congou, and a0 | 
to relieve the market from the accustomed violent fluctuations on ' 
arrival of new Teas; but the advice of continued heavy shipments 
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neutralised this action, checking any tendency to improvement, and 
has rendered business more difficult than usual for all but first grades, 
which were in deficient supply, and sought after by shippers. Anot 
effect of this policy was to assimilate the prices paid for Teas 
steamer and railing vessel; whereas in season 1871-2 there were many 
instances of 10 per cent. in favour of the latter. With a more carefal 
consideration of the wants and capacity of the home market, the canal 
route is calculated to promote steadinesa in prices, the season on this 
side opening two months earlicr, while it never closes in China, the 
regular steamers not being necessitated to complete their cargoes at 
any one port, or even in China. A satisfactory scale of prices hag 
ruled for useful to finest Congous, particularly black leafs, and if 
results are disappointing to merchants, the cause is due to too high a 
cost in China, and the same may be said more forcibly of green Teas, 
the abolition of duty on Tea in the United States causing extravagant 
prices lo be paid by all operators. The year's busincss has doubtless 
proved aatisfactory to both wholesale and retail dealers, the unusual 
regularity in prices serving the former, while the general activity and 
prosperity of trade, in which the labouring classes have fully partici- 
pated, must have served both alike. 

Measrs. Capel aud Co. write as follows:—The quality of the year's 
Congous has scarcely been up to that on the previous year. The 
black-leaf kinds of the first crop were fairly good, but those of the 
second and third crops decidedly inferior. The Foochow Teas have 
scarcely come up to the expectation formed from China advices; the 
finer kinds, where the quality has been good, have been deficient in 
make of leaf. In most of the T'eas there has been loo much dust, 
which has greatly interfered with their sale. The supplies of Canton 
district Congous have been large, the quality fair ; common to fair 
kinds have sold at low prices, good to fine generally at full rates com- 
pared with other kinds. Oolongs have been gen+rally poor in quality 
and difficult of sale. Souchongs: The quality has been much the same 
as the previous year; finer goods have beea saleable. Flowery Pekoes 
have been in over-supply, and have so'd latterly with great difficulty. 
Scented Teas have not done well this season, the scent has generally 
been’deticient, they have been largely in over supply, and =.les made at 
gradually declining rates for all but the finest kinds, which have been 
better maintained. The larger use of Indian Teas interferes with the 
sale of all fancy Teas from China. 

Messrs. Percival and Co. in their Annual Circular report that with 
the exception of some increase in the amount of actual business done 
at a slight revival in prices during the first two months the course of 
the year, barring one or two short intervals of improvement, has been 
dull, dragging and unsatisfactory ; wholly innocent of apeculation, 
rates have continued to the close in favour of buyers. This adverse 
state of affuirs may be attributed to various causes, but chiefly to that 
to which we referred in our Circular of the lst August, namely, the 
reckless haste with which the new cropa of the two last seasons have 
been shipped per steamers, via the Suez Cunal, with no other apparent 
object than to flood this market with new Tea fully six weeks or two 
months before it is required, or than buyers are prepared to deal with 
it; and when we state that twenty-two steamers, carrying 35,500,000 
lbs., arrived here between the 12th July and the 3lst August last, the 
balk of which was immediately placed on the market, a considerable 
portion being printed for sale “ without reserve” almost before it had 
fairly arrived in Dock, and that this method of forcing sales has since 
been of weekly occurrence, it cannot be much matter of surprise that 
we find results have been so disippointing. If, therefore, such a 
course of conducting the trade is found to be indispensable, it appears 
to us that nothing but a greatly reduced scale of prices in China can 
save importers from serious logs, and place the trade in a more healthy 
and less precarious position. 

The report of Messrs. W. J. and H. Thompson says :—The results of 
the Tea trade for the year just closed—with the exception of the de- 
liveries—have been on the whole anything but satisfactory, owing to 
the high prices paid in China. As regards iwportera, some few parcels 
of the earlier shipments of particular classes paid fairly, others only 
covered cost, while the bulk lost money. ‘The season opened in China 
with more than the accustomed excitement, and notwitstanding ad- 
mitted inferiority of quality, extreme prices were paid for the first 
crop teas, while the second crop, which ought to have been bought at 
relatively lower rates to allow for the state of the home-market, was 
eagerly competed for at 10 to 15 per cent. above London prices, from 
an anticipation of ‘‘ short supplics.” This anticipation, though realised 
to some extent in the black leaf grades from the North, has ended in 
disappointment, so far as regards the total import. 


SILK. 

The market continues very dull, and a slight improvement in de- 
mand which had shown itself a few days ago has been checked by the 
failures which have just been announced, but there still seem signa of 
manufacturers and throwstera beginning to buy, and we may b 
some business shortly. We make no change in the quotations, but 
cases of actual gales they are a shade lower. Deliveries 1st to Sth inst. 
inclusive :—Cnina, 541 bales; Canton, 180 bales; Japan, 157 bales; 
total, 878 bales. 

COFFEE.

NOTICE TO MARINERS. 

Sunken Rock near Chinchu Harbour.—Information has been re- 
ecived of the existence of a sunken rock, on which H.M. ship Juno 
strack, when standing for an anchorage in Tonghu bay, between Chin- 
chu harbour and Port Matheson. The rock (Jano rock) appeared to 
be a cluster of coral heads, with twelve feet at low water and 
fathomaaround. From the rock the weat corner of Tongbu wall bears 
N.E. 1 8-10 miles, thesummit of the islet in the bay N. W. 4 XS 
1 6-10 miles, Tahkut island fort W. 4 N. 3 7-10 miles, and east poine 
of Passage Island W. by S. 4S. nearly four miles. These beari 
place the danger in lat. 24 deg. 51 min. N., long. 118 deg. 58 min. 
—Hydrographie Office, Admiralty, January 1878. 

Gulf of Stam.—The following information relating to the Condor 
reef on the eastern coast of the gulf of Siam, is from the report of 
Lieutenant Veron, of the French despatch-boat Felon, who ex- 
amined this danger in June 1872. The Condor reef is about half a 
cable in extent, having six rocky heads on which the depth varies 
from one to six feet, the shoalest part being near the south-western 
extreme. Eastward of the reef at a distant of halfa mile there is 18 
fathoms, the next cast of the lead giving 16 fathoms ; westward at a 
distance of a quarter of a cable 6 fathoms were obtained, the next 
sounding being 16 fathoms, with 22 fathoms at less than 3 cables, 
From the shoalest part of the Condor reef, the north-west islet off Koh 
Samit bears N.E. 3 N.; the small island between Koh Rong and 
Middle island E, by N.3N.; and the summit of Koh Rong East, 
distant 17 miles. These bearings place the Condor reef in lat. 10 deg . 
48 min. 40 sec, N, and long. 102 deg. 68 min. 20 rec. KE.
